Pacific. 
The spokesman, Commander Itaru Tashiro of the naval 
press section, said Japan expected even heavier losses be­ 
cause the United Nations had more than LOOO planes in the 
war zone and 40 to 50 submarines.

Coffee has little, if any stimu­ 
lating effect directly on the brain, 
but by increasing the blood flow to 


1 the brain, it produces mental ac- 
| tivity, 
wakefulness and 
sleepless­ 
ness. The same thing occurs in the 
kidneys. They are overactive w,th 
coffee simply because more blood 
goes to them. 
Tile same thing oc­ 
curs in the heart. 
The blood flow 
in the heart muscle is improved 
with coffee. 
Effects Of Tobacco 
Tobacco, we said yesterday, was

habitually used drug 
whose effects are mostly due to the 
changes it makes in blood vessels.
